All the friends of the work in Jerusalem and the East mourn the 
death of the Reverend John H. McKenzie, D. D., L. H. D., for many 
years the efficient Honorary Secretary and Treasurer for the 
United States, who entered into the rest of Paradise last summer. 

A committee appointed by the Presiding Bishop and Council to 
investigate the work of the Church of England among the Jews 
had several conferences with the Bishop of Jerusalem last summer. 
Though there is no official connection between our Church and 
the Jerusalem and the East Mission, Bishop MacInnes requested 
Bishop Gailor to appoint a successor to Dr. McKenzie, and in re- 
sponse to his appeal, I have consented to act as Treasurer for the 
Palestine Fund. I am sure that I may count on the hearty co- 
operation of the Provincial and Diocesan Secretaries who have 
served so faithfully in the past, and may also hope for an increase 
in the generous offerings throughout the Church for this great 
work, 

In the providence of God a new era has opened for work in the 
Holy Land of Christendom. Since last summer the large jurisdic- 
tion of Bishop MacInnes has been divided, and the Jerusalem and 
the East Mission is now confined to Palestine, Syria and Cyprus. 
Bishop Gwynne, the former Bishop Suffragan, has been installed 
as Bishop of Egypt and the Sudan. This will enable the Bishop 
in Jerusalem to give a great deal more time to the development of 
work in Palestine and Syria. For the first time since the days of 
the Maccabees, there is a Jewish Governor in the Holy Land, Sir 
Herbert Samuel. Though much progress has been made since the 
armistice, yet at this critical time there is need of an awakening of 
missionary enthusiasm if the Christian Church is to do its share 
towards the rehabilitation of the Holy Land and minister to the 
needs of the saints in Jerusalem, as well as to the Moslems and 
others who come within the influence of our Christian civilization. 

On this anniversary, as we commemorate the conversion of the 
greatest missionary of the Church—a Jew—St. Paul; on this day 
when in England our brethren are celebrating the commemoration 
of the entry of the first Anglican Bishop into Jerusalem—a Jew— 
Bishop Alexander, we issue this appeal in America to all those who 
pray for the peace of Jerusalem. : 

As our eyes are turned to the Holy City during Holy Week, let 
us pray that on Good Friday generous offerings from every church 
and mission may be given for the work of the Bishop in Jerusalem 
and that God will hasten the appointed time when all Israel shall 
be saved.

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Cyrus Olney Tillotson 


Early on Sunday morning, November 3, 1867, Cyrus Olney Tillot- 
son, a graduate of St. Stephen’s College and the Cambridge Divinity 
School, arrived in San Francisco with the party of the Rev. J. 
Lloyd Breck. The late Rev. D. O. Kelley, who sketches the out- 
come of that expedition in the History of the Diocese, was a fellow 
traveler. That was indication of Mr. Tillotson’s early devotion to 
missionary work. 

After his ordination he served for a time in Wyoming and Mon- 
tana, returning ta the Diocese of California in 1882 as rector of 
Calvary Church, Santa Cruz, continuing in that rectorship for 
nearly twenty-eight years before retiring as Rector Emeritus. Dur- 
ing his rectorship his characteristic missionary enterprise showed 
itself in his founding missions and fostering the building of 
churches in the neighborhood at Ben Lomond, Boulder Creek, 
Capitola and conducting services elsewhere. And after his retire- 
ment as a member of the Diocesan Staff for Missions he ministered 
faithfully at Paso Robles, Patchin and Seabright, where he made 
his home. 

For several years he served as Dean of the Convocation of San 
Jose. As Rector of Calvary Church, Santa Cruz, he endeared him- 
self to his people and the community with his transparent priestly 
character, modest, forceful in principle, positive in teaching, win- 
ning in his fidelity to his Master. In his later months he had 
patiently borne the trials of his sickness and passed to the peace 
of Paradise on Wednesday, February 9. 

The body was placed in the vestibule of the Church on Thursday, 
that his former parishioners and other friends might take a last 
look at his face. The burial service was held in Calvary Church 
with a celebration of the Holy Communion on Friday, February 11, 
the Rev. Samuel Unsworth and the Rev. Frank H. Church, friends 
of many years, officiating. It was a source of deep regret to both 
the Bishops that engagements they could not change detained both 
of them elsewhere from the funeral service for one of the oldest 
Presbyters of the Diocese. 


James Lorenzo Stewart Foster 


After a short but successful rectorate of two years, the Rev. Fr. 
J. L. S. Foster, M. A., of St. John’s Parish, Oakland, entered into 
Paradise at 12:40 a. m., Thursday, January 13. 

On Friday, January 14, the body of Fr. Foster was brought into 
the choir of St. John’s Church and a watch was maintained during 
the afternoon and that night by relays of his sorrow-stricken par- 
ishioners. 

On Saturday, January 15, a choral requiem was sung by the Dean 
of the Convocation of Oakland, Rev. Fr. E. F. Gee, assisted by the 
Rev. James Simonds and the Rev. A. L. Mitchell. The Rev. Fr. 
Sondonnius, rector of the Greek Church, was fully vested and occu- 
pied a place in the Sanctuary. A large congregation was present at 
this and the immediately following Burial] Office. For this latter 
service, Dean McFarlane of the Convocation of San Francisco, with 
the Venerable Diocesan, Rt. Rev. W. F. Nichols, D. D., and Bishop 
Coadjutor Rt. Rev. E. L. Parsons, D. D., were present. 

The Rev. Fr. John Barrett, B. D., of the Church of the Ascension, 
Vallejo, Diocese of Sacramento, and the Rev. Fr. Kinkaid of the 
Church of the Advent, San Francisco, were also present. 

Until the election of a rector, St. John’s is placed in care of 
the Rev. A. L. Mitchell, at the request of the Vestry, and under 
the authority of Bishop Parsons. It is hoped that a worthy suc- 
cessor may soon be elected, so that the work may go on success- 
fully. Various priests of the Convocation will take some of the 
evening services, while Fr. Simonds and Fr. Mitchell will be re- 
sponsible for the remainder. 

Through the Pacific Churchman the Convocation of Oakland ex- 
presses its regrets and condolences to Captain Foster and the imme- 
diate relatives of Fr. Foster. He lies peacefully sleeping beside his 
beloved wife in Mountain View Cemetery. May light perpetual 
shine on them both.

Seventy-first Convention of the Diocese of California 


The Seventy-first Annual Convention of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia met in Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, Februayr 1-3. At the 
opening service of Holy Communion Bishop Nichols was the Cele- 
brant and read his Annual Address, in which he spoke of “Progress 
in the Status of Womanhood in the Church.” “In due process the 
important matter in the ‘Report of the Commission on Co-ordina- 
tion of the House of Churchwomen’ will be brought before this 
Convention. In my Annual Address to you of 1918, in some detail, 
I quoted from the original documents bearing upon the creation 
of the House of Churchwomen and other data of its evolution to 
make clear its inherent principle ‘to learn as it goes’ and to leave 
‘open for future devlopment and _ self-interpretation’ its ready 
adaptation to all progressive status of womanhood in Church legis- 
lation. And ‘in the light of its experience and well-proven effi- 
ciency’ I then ventured to raise the question of deliberately con- 
sidering ‘the wisdom and expediency’ of further adjustments of 
its Constitutional power. That it was not inopportune has been 
shown not only by many signs of a deepening interest in the 
question in the General Convention of 1919 and on the part of our 
Church womanhood in general, but by the prominence given to it 
by the Lambeth Conference of 1920, resulting in the Resolution 
that “Women should be admitted to those Councils of the Church 
to which laymen are admitted, and on equal terms.’ In the wise 
presentation by our Joint Commission of alternate constitutional 
and canonical methods of legislation in the matter I have no rec- 
ommendation to make, believing that the self-interpretation of the 
Convention as well as the House of Churchwomen, who are by the 
suggested report justly invited to be present and take part in the 
discussion, will ,whatever be the outcome, be for the best. One of 
the outstanding experiences of the thirty-one Conventions in which 
I have been continuously privileged to preside is that of unswerv- 
ing trust in any ultimate action of the Convention itself.” 


The report referred to by the Bishop embraced two separate 
plans, “A” and “B”; the first suggesting the reference of matter 
originating in either House to the other for confirmation; the sec- 
ond giving men and women equal representation and power in the 
Convention. 


The consideration of these plans or any other that might be sug- 
gested was set for an evening session of the Convention to which 
the members of the House of Churchwomen were invited to par- 
ticipate in the discussion, which was then taken up in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole and every opportunity given for free expres- 
sion of opinion. After three hours’ deliberation the Committee of 
the Whole adopted the recommendation that “Women should be 
given the right to vote in Convention” and so reported, which was 
adopted by the Convention though no further action could be 
taken at this time. But this action bore fruit in further legislation 
by the Convention when, in formulating a new Canon on “The 
Diocesan Council” established at this session, provision was made 
that of the eight lay members of the Council four should be 
women elected by the House of Churchwomen. 


The Diocesan Council Canonically adopted at this Convention 
appoints the Ordinary as President of the Council and Chairman 
of each of five Departments: Of Missions and Church Extension, 
of Religious Education, of Christian Social Service, of Church In- 
stitutions and of Church Finance. 


The usual joint session of the Convention and House of Church- 
women was held on the afternoon of the second day, at which re- 
ports of the various Church agencies were made. 


On the evening of the first day of Convention a Mass Missionary 
meeting was held in the Cathedral participated in by the clergy 
and the united choirs of the bay cities filling the large choir of 
the Cathedral and over a thousand of the faithful in the nave of 
the Crypt. 

The second annual convention of the Young People’s Fellowship 
was held in Grace Chapel on Wednesday evening, with representa- 
tives of over twenty parochial chapters. 

On Thursday evening a service under the auspices of the 
Daughters of the King, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and. the 
Girls’ Friendly Society was held in Grace Cathedral. 
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On Friday, February 4, the Annual Service and Meeting ot fhe 
Woman’s Auxiliary was held in Grace Cathedral.

2. Aspirations of Israel for the future, the “Day of the Lord.” 
The vindication of Israel and destruction of His enemies, the 
Messianic kingdom. Query: What of those who died in estab- 
lishing that kingdom? 

3. Development of the idea of Resurrection, the union of living 
and dead in the new Kingdom. Different types of resurrection. 
Growth of Apocalyptic literature and the New Testament back- 
ground, 


4. The New Testament outlook. Query: Is a belief in everlasting 
punishment a part of the Christian Gospel? 


5. Christian Immortality, its character and its certainty. Teach- 
ing of Jesus. The belief correlative to one’s conception. of God. 


6. Spiritualism and the modern revival of the old cults of necro- 
mancy. Applications of modern methods to an ancient problem. 
Followed by a review of the whole subject. 


It is expected that those who attend will endeavor to do so regu- 
larly as the several discussions will form a unit. Anyone inter- 
ested in the subject will be welcome and no admission fee will be 
charged and no collection taken.

Mary Caroline Kelley Mott, An Appreciation 


Mrs. Mott came to California first across the Isthmus of Panama 
with her husband and little daughter. She brought with her the 
devotion of a Churchwoman born and the experience gained in 
active church work in New York, where she and Mr. Mott were 
among the founders of the Midnight Mission. In San Francisco in 
those early days they labored together in the planting of St. 
Peter’s Parish, returning to New York in 1871—where later Mr. 
Mott was ordained to the sacred ministry. Mrs. Mott, always with 
him in his work, came back with him to California in 1880 and 


“they entered the pioneer mission field of the San Joaquin Valley, 


where three years later Mr. Mott laid down his life. Mrs. Mott 
bravely took up the burden; the Church was her life, and through 
years of trial and bereavement she never faltered in her course. 
Through the long years of her residence in Berkeley it was still 
the motive power, visiting the sick and the stranger; reading to the 
blind; faithful in parish duties and ever active in the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. Only one who really knows could tell a tithe of the 
story and that she would not allow. It is cheer to those who are 
left to say: “Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord; even so 
saith the Spirit, for they rest from theri labors.” 
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Missions to the Chinese 


The only missions to the Chinese people maintained in the 
United States by our church are in San Francisco and Oakland, 
and are in charge of the Rev. D. G. C. Ng. Each mission has an 
afternoon school for women and children taught in Chinese by a 
Chinese teacher. Here the pupils learn to read and write their 
own language and are instructed in the creed, hymns and prayers 
of the church. In San Francisco the pupils number about seventy; 
in Oakland, about thirty. 


Night schools are maintained for young men to learn Englsh, 
that in San Francisco being taught by the priest-in-charge assisted 
by one paid teacher and several voluntere helpers; the Oakland 
night school is in charge of a paid teacher and some volunteers. 


Service is held every Sunday in both missions by Mr. Ng, and he 
also superintends the two church schools. The pupils are most 
interested and faithful. Last year the average attendance in the 
San Francisco school was sixty-five and fifteen scholars were 
neither absent nor tardy all the year. In Oakland the average 
attendance was forty last year and eleven did not miss one Sun- 
day. In 1918 a trophy banner was awarded to the school for the 
best proportionate attendance at the Church School Rally of Oak- 
land Convocation, and in 1919 it took second place in an attendance 
contest. 


The Chinese communicants are very faithful—last Easter and 
Christmas everyone received the Holy Communion, all coming to 
the mission except one who was too ill. They are also very 
conscientious about their contributions. Neither of the missions 
was apportioned any part of the missionary budget in the Nation- 
Wide Campaign nor before, but each gave every year generously, 
not only for the Chinese work but for missionary objects outside. 


One of the organizations that helps the mission most is the 
Young People’s Club, having a branch in each mission. These clubs 
attract Chinese who would not otherwise be interested. They 
arrange and finance entertainments from time to time, and have 
bought a piano for each mission. In San Francisco the club pur- 
chased a plot in the cemetery where Chinese Christians might be 
buried. In Oakland the members have established a library and 
earn money to buy books by doing janitor work at the mission. 

The work among the Chinese owes much to the constant inter- 
est of Bishop Nichols, Archdeacon Emery, the Rev. E. F. Gee (who 
for several years gave personal service in the Oakland mission), 
to the bishop’s committee in Oakland, and to volunteer help. 

Very lately the Children’s Aid Committee of the House of Church- 
women gave an entertainment, with the proceeds of which the 


_ playground adjoining the San Francisco mission has been fenced 


and its equipment improved. The children of the mission were 
greatly interested and sold tickets to the amount of $138. The 
playground is much safer and more attractive and the priest-in- 
charge wishes to thank the members of the Children’s Aid Commit- 
tee for their great help in this matter. 


This is a very brief report of the activities of the two missions. 
The priest-in-charge would be very happy to have churchpeople 
visit the missions and see for themselves what is being done. 


Trinity Church, Menlo Park 


Christmas was a delightful day in Menlo. The Church was very 
prettily decorated and all the services were well attended. At the 
Manger Service the members of the Church School brought stock- 
ings filled with candy, toys and nuts, which were presented at the 
Manger and then sent to the less fortunate children in San Fran- 
cisco. The children voted to give the money usually spent for 
presents for them to the Hoover Child Feeding Fund. At the 
Church School Festival, appropriate tableaux for the season were 
staged and carols and hymns were sung heartily. New Year’s Eve 
seemed like a continuation of the Christmas spirit for the Parish 
gathering at the Parish House was a very great success. At mid- 
night, festivities were abandoned and all went to the little Church 
which we all love so well and which was lighted by candle light. 
Some may like to begin the New Year with great hilarity and 
sport, but the Church full of earnest communicants who knelt at 
the altar rail just at the stroke of twelve felt that their New Year 
was begun in the right way. 

An extra visitation was made by the Bishop Coadjutor to con- 
firm a class of twelve on January 9. This class was composed 
mostly of adults who are extremely interested in the Church and 
who have already taken hold of Parish activities, which augurs 
well for the future. 

The young people of the Parish are anxious to form a chapter 
of the Young People’s Fellowship, two of their number being 
chosen as delegates to the week-end Conferenec recently held at 
All Saints’ Church, San Francisco.’ Miss Irene Carter and Miss 
Esther Carter were the delegates and they returned with inspiring 
messages from the meeting. Before long we hope to form a local 
chapter.

A Decade at the San Francisco Public Institutions

No greater privilege can be accorded anyone than an opportunity 
for service in behalf of those cared for in the public institutions of 
a large city. While spiritual work, with attendant constructive 
social endeavor, can not be adequately gauged by statistics nor 
estimate of response to the call of duty indicated in figures, some 
idea of the responsibilities incident to missionary undertaking can 
be suggested in an itemized report. If carefully tabulated, the min- 
istrations of any ministry—clerical or lay—roll up in ftgures to 


large totals, but despite all the findings of one’s ecclesiastical mathe- 
matics the leading questions demanding answers ever are: How 
many have been really brought to Christ? To what extent has tne 
Church been spiritually enlarged and strengthened? 


The close of January, 1921, marks the tenth year of the present 
Chaplaincy. During that time there have been held at least 1249 
public services, which, with 291 public celebrations of the Holy 
Communion, make a total of 1540 public services. The private Com- 
munions numbered 1001. Vital statistirs further show 245 baptized 
and 212 confirmed. There have been five marriages and 1025 
burials. Contributory efforts have been 22,468 questionings as to 
habits of prayer; 2146 conversations on the Sacraments; 1311 pray- 
ers and 162 Scripture readings at bedsides; 902 discourses; 1165 
copies of Scripture; 548 Prayer Books and 4295 pieces of religious 
literature distributed; 313 letters have been written for or in rela- 
tion to inmates and two wills drafted. A large amount of secular 
wor 09 clothing, creature comforts, etc., have also been dis- 
ributed. 


The memoranda of the two successive Assistants to the Mission, 
if available, would show what an invaluable help to the work the 
late Sister Mary and Miss Mary F. French have been. The Chaplain’s 
report printed in the Journal of 1913 includes the following tribute 
to Sister Mary: “No passing remarks can do justice to her work or 
add lustre to her memory. That work has been translated into saint- 
liness in the lives of many and her memory is enshrined with 
gratitude in their souls.” During the last seven years Miss French 
has served to a deyree of self-sacrifice in visitations both at the in- 
stitutions and in systematic follow-up work, in pleading on behalf 
of the field before various women’s boards and societies, in con- 
structive advice, and in untiring personal service to the inmates, 
contributing to their physical comfort as well as to their spiritual 
well-being. The ministries in this field of both Sister Mary and 
Miss French will ever be accounted blessed. 


One of the most promising marks of the Mission’s progress, co- 
incident with the large growth of the institutions themselves during 
the last decade, has been the cathedralizing, as it were, of the work. 
The practical interest of the Woman’s Auxiliary and of the House 
of Churchwomen has helped to give the Mission to the Public In- 
stitutions somewhat of a diocesan character. A committee of the 
latter body, of which Miss Helen G. Barker is the valued, efficient 
chairman, has secured for the work cordial personal service as well 
as material help from the San Francisco Parishes. That this city 
work has the strength in citywise support is further evidenced by 
the unfailing activities of its representative board of Lay Readers. 
An important element in the continued happy status of the Mission 
has been the uniform courtesy and encouragement to all con- 
cerned in it shown by those in authority at the City Institutions. 
Moreover, the episcopal visitations to the field, both for public and 
private services, have also been a large factor in the encouragement 
and development of the work. 


Christ Church, Sausalito 


A great event for Christ Church parish was the visit of Bishop 
Parsons on December 19 when the rector, Rev. H. St. George 
Buttrum, D. D., presented a class of nine for Confirmation, six of 
these being boys. The Bishop spoke highly of the work being 
done in the parish, saying that much light shone from the “Church 


on the Hill.” 

On Wednesday, January 6, the annual meeting of the parish 
combined with a parish dinner was held. The occasion was again 
graced by the Bishop Coadjutor, who was the guest of honor, The 
parish reports were most encouraging, showing the best record 
in the history of the parish. Considerably over $4000 was raised 
during the year 1920, over $1200 of this being for the Nation-Wide 
Campaign. The Vestry was strengthened by the addition of three 
new members. Messrs. J. Darling, D. F. Gillinghast and F. J. 
Claxton were named as delegates to the forthcoming Convention. 
Another splendid showing was that made by the Ladies’ Guild, 
whose report showed that they had raised over $1000 during the 
past year. Bishop Parsons spoke on the relation of the parish to 
the work of the Diocese. 
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St. Andrew’s Parish and the Church of the Good 
Samaritan, Oakland 


The annual Christmas Tree and religious exercises of the Good 
Samaritan Church School were held on Wednesday, December 29. 
The Rector of St. Paul’s Parish, in which this Mission Church is 
situated, opened the exercises with Christmas Collects and other 
prayers, following with his annual address to the children. This 
was followed by dialogues and recitations by classes and individual 
members of the school, interspersed with musical numbers and ad- 
dresses by Henry West, Miss Mary Hawley and the Rev. A. L. 


Mitchell. At the conclusion of the program the Rev. Alexander 
Allen distributed the gifts from the Christmas Tree. This school 
numbers about forty-five children, which would be an ornament 
to any parish for orderliness and pure delight in their work and 
love for their Church. For the past five years its number has 
been steadily maintained and it has also been self-supporting and 
given generously to missions of this Church. Miss Mary Hawley

The change 
has been most satisfactory and the congregations at the morning 
services have been good and finances also have steadily increased. 


The rector, Vestry and congregation of St, Paul’s Parish are about 
to enter into an agreement with St. Andrew’s Parish and congrega- 
tion to occupy this sacred edifice for an indefinite period of time. 
The outlook is certainly the most hopeful of the past five years. 
The district in which this Church is situated will be placed, by 
mutual arrangement, under the ministrations of the present rector 
of St. Andrew’s Parish. 


On January 2 the Right Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, D. D., 
Bishop Coadjutor, visited this parish. A class of two adults and 
three children were presented for Confirmation. The Bishop 
preached one of his excellent practical sermons ,which was much 
enjoyed. Thirty persons made their communion at this service. 


Certain improvements are now being contemplated but their 
character can not be announced until definite plans and proposals 
are accepted, but if carried out will certainly increase the attrac- 
tiveness of the sacred edifice and the tone of the musical parts 
of the services. The location is one of the best in Oakland, being 
one block west of the Civic Auditorium, Lake Merritt, the center 
of car service transfer and in the handsome modern apartment 
house district. - Visiting churchpeople drop in for a service on 
their way north or south of this city. There can be no possible 
retrograding by a change of population as in the previous loca- 
tion of this venerable parish. Its origin and sustenation has been 
linked with its mother parish, St. Paul’s, and the present rector 
has taken an interest in its welfare. 


The new year has certainly opened auspiciously for the Church 
of the Good Samaritan and St. Andrew’s Parish—-the two names 
will thus be associated in the future.

I will leave my country not less, but greater and nobler, than she 
is now entrusted to me.” That is truly very fine. : 

For our personal selves we must have aspirations. We must be 
satisfied with nothing short of mental, moral and spiritual growth. 

“Rather than be less, cared not to be at all,” wrote Milton. 

For others also, we must aspire. 

Our aspirations for them will, I doubt not, be a source of en- 
couragement to them, and in many instances a compelling force. 

For the world, our country, our church and our homes, our as- 
pirations may be justly expressed in the word of the old Athenian 
oath: “I will leave them greater and nobler than they were when 
entrusted to me.”

At the time of the Provincial Synod, last October, the Provincial 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary was organized, a simple consti- 
tution adopted and the following officers elected: Honorary presi- 
dent—Mrs. William Ford Nichols, California; president—Mrs. Louis 
F. Monteagle, California; vice-presidents—Mrs. T. W. Kydd, 
Olympia; Mrs. F. H. Touret, Idaho; Mrs. Cory, San Joaquin; secre- 
tary-treasurer—Mrs. E. L. Gilcreest, California; supply secretary— 
Mrs. B. Marshall Wotkyns, Los Angeles. 

The constitution is very simple, providing that the name of the 
organization shall be “The Woman’s Auxiliary to the Presiding 
Bishop and Council, in the Province of the Pacific”; that the mem- 
bership shall include all branches of the Auxiliary in the Province; 
that the representation shall be five members from each Diocese 
and Missionary District; that the dues shall be $5 yearly from each 
Diocese and $2 from each Missionary District. 

The January Diocesan Meeting was held in Grace Chapel on 
Tuesday, January 18, being postponed in order to hear Miss Eliza- 
beth Matthews, secretary of the Executive Council of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, who was passing through San Francisco on her way to 
the Orient. At the officers’ meeting preceding the Diocesan Meet- 
ing, the resignation of Mrs. A. L. McLeish had been accepted with 
great regret. Mrs. L. C. Lance, vice-president for the Oakland Con- 
vocation, presided at both meetings. The secretray was instructed 
to write a letter to Mrs. McLeish expressing the members’ apprecia- 
tion of her service as president and their deep regret that illness 
had obliged her to give up the leadership which meant so much 
to the Auxiliary. 

Miss Matthews is national chairman of the Church Service League. 
During her short stay in San Francisco she met the officers of 
the Daughters of the King, the Girls’ Friendly Society, the Church 
Center for Service, the Guild of St. Barnabas, and the House of 
Churchwomen to consult about some plan of co-ordinating their 
work in the Church Service League, as has been done in a number 
of eastern Dioceses, with the result of greater mutual help and 
efficiency. Her address, howver, at the Diocesan Meeting was on 
the general subject of organization, which was lifted from a mere 
mechanical association to a means of unity, comparable to the 
organism of the body (St. Paul’s metaphor of the Church) where 
every part feels the support and receives the help of every other 
part, and every member realizes how essential is his own task to 
the complete work of the organization. 

The special work before the Auxiliary at this time is the prepara- 
tion to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of the organization of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. At the Triennial 
Meeting of the Auxiliary in Detroit it was unanimously decided to 
celebrate this fiftieth anniversary by creating a trust fund of at 
least $50,000, the interest of which shall be used for the benefit of 
missionaries on furlough, for educational and medicinal opportuni- 
ties or for recreation. It is hoped that not, only every member of 
the Auxiliary but every Churchwoman will have a share in this 
fund, giving an amount large or small according to her ability. 
There is also the offering of life that should mark our Jubilee 
Year. 

Chairmen have been appointed in the majority of the parishes 
and missions of the Diocese and Mrs. Louis F. Monteagle, the Dio- 
cesan chairman, had a meeting with those who were within reach— 
a most encouraging meeting attended by over thirty of the chair- 
men from the bay region and even as far as Palo Alto. In discussing 
the best way of presenting the Fund in the parishes it was sug- 
gested that at every meeting of the Auxiliary mention should be 
made of the Anniversary Fund, that one meeting be entirely de- 
voted to it, with papers by several women on the achievements in 
various directions of the Auxiliary in the fifty years, that space for 
a mention of it should be secured in each issue of the parish papers 
and that the chairman take pride in reaching every woman so that 
not one may miss the opportunity of sharing in the joy of this 
celebration. The chairmen will distribute leaflets and ask each one 
to say a prayer of thanksgiving for what has been accomplished 
and a petition for guidance to extend our usefulness in the years 
to come. 

It is hoped to make this a quick, intensive campaign, and to have 
returns by April 1 if possible. 


The Annual Conference of Diocesan and Parish Officers was held 
in Grace Chapel on Thursday, February 3, Mrs. Lance, vice-presi- 
dent for Oakland Convocation, presiding. After the separate con- 


ferences of the Diocesan officers with their respective parish of- 
ficers, the meeting was called to order and Dean Gresham opened 
the conference with a short service. 

The roll call showed thirty-seven branches represented, besides 
visitors from Vancouver, Carmel, Paso Robles and two officers of 
All Saints Guild, Palo Alto, which contributes to the Auxiliary 
funds, although not organized as a branch. 

The treasurer’s annual report showed receipts of nearly $5000. 

The vice-presidents were asked to report for their several dis- 
tricts. Mrs. Campbell of Marin County urged the branches to hold 
regular district meetings even if the district had but few branches. 
as a means of encouragement and of keeping in touch. Mrs. Stoney 
of San Francisco emphasized the value of the “Spirit of Missions” 
to awaken interest and the missionary spirit. Mrs. Lance reported 
a change of plan for the Quarterly Meetings in Oakland Convoca- 
tion, where two of the meetings will be held in conjunction with 
the semi-annual meetings of the Convocation. 

Mrs. C, Edward Holmes reported the work of the study classes 
which were seriously handicapped by the removal from the Dio- 
cese of five valuable leaders. The plan for studying the Far East, 
which is to be carried out at St. Mark’s, Berkeley, and which will 
provide classes for all ages, was outlined by Mrs. K. A. Bulkley. 

In the absence of Mrs, Wyckoff, the secretary of All Saints 
Branch, Watsonville, reported its work. 

Mrs. Kroll made a brief report of the Church School Service 
League and its Christmas work. 

A letter from the general secretary was read asking the branches 
to offer their services to their rectors to distribute the “Church 
at Work.” The task is so serious that no action will be taken unti! 
the  maoaaes have an opportunity to discuss their ability to do the 
work, 

The Rev. H. H. Shires of Christ Church, Alameda, had been asked 
to address the meeting, giving some causes of the very great 
growth this year of the branch in that parish. His suggestions 
were so practical and valuable that they should be preserved in 
the record, 


1. Get the rector to stress the missionary spirit and the 
Woman's Auxiliary. 

2. Enlist young women, 

3. Make it a missionary agency for the parish—a meeting- 
ground for all newcomers. 

4. Meet at homes instead of the Parish House. 

5. Add some social feature for part of the meetings. 

6. Choose consecrated women for officers. , 

7. Do not wait for competent leaders—train those at hand. 

8. The leaders must make others share their responsibilities. 

9, Make reports of the Parish Auxiliary as well as of other or- 
ganizations at the Guild meeting. 

10. Have a definite program—devotion, short business session 
and then educational feature. 


Mrs. Monteagle reported that at the time of the last Synod of 
this Province the Provincial organization of the Auxiliary was ef- 
fected and officers elected. She read the very simple constitution 
and the list of officers. 

The Annual Service was held in the Cathedral on Friday, Febru- 
ary 4, at 10:30. Bishop Nichols celebrated the Holy Communion, 
assisted by Bishop Parsons, the Rev. Edward Morgan and Canon 
Hayes. The Rev. R. M. Trelease, the Rev. J. A. Collins, the Rev. 
W. M. Bours and the Rev. Bayard Jones were also in the chancel. 
The Rev. C. T. Leachman preached from the text, “Are they min- 
isters of Christ? I speak as a fool) I am more.” He pointed out 
that St. Paul felt the folly of defending himself from the detrac- 
tions of his enemies by enumerating his advantages or his suffer- 
ings, and knew that his real defense was a recognition of his con- 
stant need of God’s help. And in the history of woman’s position 
in the Cburch this attitude has been her strength, so that she has 
reached a stage of more active participation in the councils of the 
Church without arousing rancor. 

After partaking of the delicious luncheon provided by Trinity 
Church, the members of the Auxiliary assembled at 2:00 o’clcok 
for the Annual Meeting, Mrs. L. C. Lance presiding. 

Bishop Parsons operied the meeting with a brief service. A letter 
from Mrs. McLeish was read by Mrs. Kroll expressing her regret‘at 
being obliged to resign the presidency, and her appreciation of the 
cooperation of the Branches during the past year. 

The Treasurer’s report followed, showing receipts of nearly five 
thousand dollars. 

The Secretary and the Treasurer of the United Thankoffering 
read their reports for the year. 

The Nominating Committe presented the following names, Bishop 
Parsons taking the chair: 

For President—Mrs. L. C. Lance of St. Clements, Berkeley. 

For Vice-President for Oakland Convocation—Mrs. Harry East 
Miller of St. Paul’s, Oakland. 

For Librarian of the Church Periodical Club—Mrs. Sidney M. van

Wakefield, Mrs. C. Edward Holmes, Miss Helen Syawne, Mrs. D. C. 
Fessenden, Miss Helen G. Barker 
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There being no other nominations, it was moved and carried that 
the Secretary cast the ballot for those nominated, and they were 
declared elected. 

In relinquishing the chair to Mrs. Lance, Bishop Parsons paid a 
tribute to the women who had preceded her in office and prophesied 
an equally efficient administration under her leadership, to which 
Mrs. Lance responded with a promise to do her utmost for the 
Auxiliary in co-operation with the other officers. 

Mrs. Monteagle then spoke of the organization of the Auxiliary 
in the Province of the Pacific and of the Auxiliary’s Twelfth Anni- 
versary, to be celebrated in October by the creation of a fund, the 
income of. which will be used for the benefit of missionaries on 
furlough, for medical treatment, study or pleasure. The fund is to 


be at least $50,000, of which the sum of $1200 was to be the aim of 


this Diocese. Bishop Nichols also spoke of the Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary. Then an opportunity was given for Branches to make 
pledges and so eager was the response that more than $1500 was 
promised. Mrs. Bacon of San Jose had offered a motion, which 
carried, that our goal should be at least $1500 and probably con- 
siderably more will be given as some Branches were not prepared 
to promise a definite sum but doubtless will contribute. 

As a fiftieth birthday gift Bishop Nichols offered the Auxiliary 
a gavel of olive wood from Jerusalem, which was gladly accepted. 

The Rev. Dr. Buttrum then spoke briefly on the Lambeth Con- 
ference and its decisions on the status of women in the Church. 
The Conference recommended the restoration of women to that 
position which they had occupied in the New Testament time: 

First, the recognition of Deaconesses as a ministerial order, 
paralleling the order of Deacons, and the preparing of a service 
of ordination for them, and defining their functions. 

Second, Sisterhoods are continued in their present status. 

Third, Laywomen are acknowledged to have the same right to 
minister as laymen, and the right to sit, deliberate and vote in the 
Councils of the Church. 

The final address was given by the Rev. C. W. Baker, missionary 
to the Indians on the Klamath River. He spoke of his people, many 
of whom were hearing the Gospel for the first time, of their eager- 
ness for Christian ministrations, and of the help the Auxiliary 
had given him in his isolated field. 

The meeting was closed with the benediction by Bishop Nichols. 


Our Part and Our Duty 


The Church has not yet assumed the burden of her responsi- 
bility for the boy. He seems still to be lost in the shuffle. In the 
average congregation, especially in the larger parishes, he is 
scarcely seen. The choir becomes for him too often his first and 
last real service to the church. With the change in his voice he is 
gone. The Sunday School for him has hardly been sufficiently 
dignified by its change of name to that of Church School to hold 
his interest and attendance. His associations and occupations are, 
in the majority of cases, mainly outside the domain of the church, 
save as she exerts a beneficient influence on the whole com- 
munity. 

And this problem of the boy, because it is a problem, seems, as 
a rule, to render us impotent. We spend our days in hoping for 
an adequate solution. We expect others to solve the problem for 
us and we await their plans with folded hands. We seem, in the 
main, uninspired to our privilege and duty of immediate service to 
the boy and oblivious to the thousands of youths who are being 
swept into the occupations and environment of the world without 
further serious thought concerning the church. And ail because 
we are tired or discouraged in carrying on. We prefer to wait, 
like Micawber, for something to turn up. 

In the final analysis there is only one legitimate work among 
boys so far as the church is concerned, namely, to bring them to 
baptism, confirmation, the Holy Communion, to an active service 
for the church, and to teach and inspire them to bring their fel- 
lows to a similar growth in the Christian life. It is old work, it is 
commonplace. The method of it and the channels through which it 
may be done may vary. There may be a variety in the work and 
in the plans of meetings, and a certain safe amount of social 
pleasure. But always there is the same fundamental thing to be 
done. The church’s mission is a fixed purpose, and the need is 
unintermittent. 

Does it seem reasonable that, if we who are thinking of this 
work and the need of our boys neglect to throw ourselves into it, 
others will do what we fail to do? The awakening of our con- 
science and our certain knowledge of the church’s need and the 
boys’ claim is the most distinct call from God to assume our duty 
that we shall ever receive. 

A very important element in our work among boys is that ot 
unremitting endeavor; the more because we realize that changes in 
the personnel, both of leaders and the boys themselves, is a very 
serious handicap to continuous work. To keep faith with a group 
of boys, once a work is begun among then, is of vital psychological 
and pracitcal importance. 

Shall not men of the church, both of the clergy and laity, as- 
sume their duty to the boy? It may be done falteringly and with

When asked to explain what a conjunction’is a small boy re- 
plied, “Where there’s a sentence with something in it like ‘The 
horse was tied to the fence by a halter,’ ‘halter’ is a conjunction, 
because it joins the horse to the fence.” 

Just so at times we who are interested in social progress fall into 
erroneous ideas about our object. It is hepful to remember that, 
to a Christian, social service must mean the. determination to take 
the immediate step toward working out Christ’s conception of the 
Kingdom of God. Rauschenbusch writes: “In the Sermon on the 
Mount Jesus formally outlined the platform of the Kingdom of 
God. . . This social ideal seemed to Jesus so fair and fine 
that He gave his whole soul to it. Naturally he would. Since He 
loved men and believed in their solidarity, the conception of a God- 
filled humanity living in a righteous social order, which would give 
free play to love and would bind all in close ties, would be the 
only satisfying outlook for Him.” 

As we list below the recent achievements under the Church 


Center let us remember that they are a mere report on a group 


effort to apply and live the great principles of an Unseen Leader. 
If we keep simple and clear in our minds His one big object, we 
shall find that, together with these minor attainments, we have 
helped our community to take a stride in comprehending how it is 
that our society will be enabled to develop into the “Kingdom of 
God.” 

In response to an urgent call from the Chinese Mission four 
volunteers have been found to help in the night school, and others 
are promised. 

At the 9:30 Sunday morning service held at the Seaman’s Train- 
ing Station one member is acting as regular organist, and two 
others are taking their turn at leading the singing. 

The San Francisco Neighborhood Settlement asked for a leader 
for a children’s dramatic club, an da volunteer has been supplied 
who is not only drilling them for a play but also leading them in 
games. 

One of our club leaders at the Good Samaritan was forced to 
discontinue, owing to illness, but another has been found to take 
her work, and the club goes gleefully on. 

Through friends from St. Luke’s another beautiful set of altar 
linen has been secured for the needs of Chaplain Bayard at the 
United States Naval Training Station. 

A piece of work which involves the fine and united effort of 
over fifty people is the hostess work being done every Thursday 
evening at the Seaman’s Institute. The Girls’ Friendly Lodge makes 
the fourth group to take up this work, and the other groups which 
take a night each month come from Grace Cathedral, Holy Inno- 
cents’ and St. Paul’s Church. 

At the Seaman’s Institute, too, we have exceptionally fine speciat- 
izing volunteers. Late reinforcements are Miss Margaret Williams, 
who is spendidly filling the arduous task of arranging enter- 
tainments for every Friday evening; Miss Holman, who is giving 
most of her available time; and Miss Eliz. Cunningham, who has 
become a regular and valued addition to the clerical department. 
On December 26 a group of girls from the Girls Freindly Society 
Lodge also went down and served ably as a refreshment com- 
mittee. 

Clerical help, involving in all several days of work and the serv- 
ices of about ten volunteers, has been given to Bishop Parsons’ 
office, the Social Exchange Bureau, the House of Friendship, and 
to the office of the Church Center. 

Two readings of Dickens’ “Christmas Carol” have been given at 
institutions, and about ten speakers have been provided for such 
occasions as a debate held at St. Barnabas’ Mission; meetings of 
Young People’s Fellowship groups; and for the recent conference 
of the Young People’s Fellowship, held January 15 and 16. 

The Needs Committee of the Church Center, which takes charge 
of actually clearing the needs, is growing into a strong, efficient 
body. Subcommittees are being formed. One of these, that In 
charge of calls for sewing, has raised money and bought materials 
for making thirty-six complete layettes. One layette, in its perfec- 
tion, is already at the Church Center office, while others are well 
on their way toward completion. 

Another subcommittee has been formed to furnish flowers. 
Christmas greens were taken to the Chinese Mission, and some 
flowers to the House of Friendship, but this committee will come 
into full swing when the springtime sets the flowers blooming. 

Our friends at Ross report that they have carried out without 
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failure their resolution to provide leaders and music every Sunday 
for a service at the Marin County Poor Farm. Every week a group 
has taken the long auto ride and kept this worth-while activity in 
operation. Through these friends, too, an organ is to be provided 
in a place where it is much needed, ; 

An English leader, Mr. J. H. Oldham, writes: “There is no bond 
which unites men so firmly together as the common service in a 
great task. If you will dedicate your life to the service of the 
Kingdom of God in the world, you are admitted into a great and 
wonderful fellowship. It is in the strength of that great and rich 
fellowship that we weak men and women are going to be able to 
live worthily of our high calling. A thought that is going to 
stiffen us when the hard calls come to us is the thought that if we 
don’t play our part we are going to let other men and. women 
down. . . . One of the great tasks before you of the younger 
generation is to create in a fuller and richer sense a true comrade- 
ship and brotherhood in the service of Christ.” 

By action of the recent convention the work of the Center was 
put directly under the authority of the newly-created Christian 
Social Service Department in the Diocesan Council. Our fellowship 
with the whole Church thus grows evident in organization as well 
as in spirit. 


A Symposium of Opinion and Comment on the Summer 
Vacation Conference : 
This year the Conference will be at Asilomar, July 30-Aug. 5. 
That the value of the conference to the church in California may

Conference has well accredited the aims of its earnest promoters 
and fitted itself into a progressive and helpful sphere for the church 
in California. And I can not omit to mention again my profound 
appreciation of the provision so happily made in association with 
it for the celebration of the thirtieth anniversary of my episcopate.”

Churchman a number of impressions of the Vacation Conference at 
Mills College.

The principal event of the past month in Young Poeple’s Fel- 
lowship circles was the conference held at All Saints Church, San 
Francisco, on Saturday and Sunday, January 15 and 16. Those who 
were fortunate enough to be present testified unanimously that the 
affair was a real success in doing what it purported to do—pro- 
vide inspiration to all chapters to go ahead with their work and 
at the same time to help to solve some of the defiinte difficulties 
and problems which every chapter confronts in its own particular 
sphere of action. 

The conference opened shortly after noon on Saturday, when a 
delicious luncheon was served to the delegates by the members of 
the Young People’s Fellowship Chapter at All Saints’. Rev. Schuyler 
Pratt, the Rector, welcomed the young people to the church anda 
Mr. Angus, the Diocesan president, responded. 

During the afternoon session, addresses were made by the Rev. 
R. M. Trelease on the subject of social enjoyments, by Dean J. 
Wilmer Gresham on devotional ideals, and by Bishop Parsons on 
the application of those devotional ideals to the corporate life of 
each chapter. 

Dinner was at 6:00, and the evening session followed at 8:00. It 
was given over to Mr. Sprague, representing the Chirstian Endeavor 
young people, who spoke most profitably on the question of trials 
and triumphs, both as regards the past experiences of the young 
folks of that remarkable organization, and as applied to the prob- 
lems which we as a similar organization have in common with 
them. A lively season of questions and answers followed, with Mr. 
Sprague on the receiving end of the questions, and upholding the 
responsibility admirably. 

Informal dancing concluded the evening, to the music furnished 
by part of the orchestra from the Polytechnic High School. 

A corporate celebration of the Holy Communion opened the 
Sunday exercises. The conference attended the morning service 
at All Saints in a body. Rev. Mr. Pratt was the preacher and gave 
a splendid message of encouragement and good cheer. 

The high light, as it were, of the afternoon meeting was Mrs. J. 
OQ. Lincoln’s address on “Christian Thinking.” It was a great 
pleasure to hear Mrs. Lincoln on this topic. 


We are in receipt of a letter from All Saints Parish, Watson- 
ville, telling of the formation of a chapter of the Young People’s 
Fellowship, These enterprising young people have adopted the 
Diocesan Constitution and have sent to the Diocesan office a check 
in payment of their dues for six months in advance. Not only do 
we extend our heartiest congratulations to this new group of 
earnest young Christians, but we should like to hold them up as 
examples of promptness and willingness to comply with the Con- 
stitution to many much older chapters of the Fellowship. We wel- 
come them into our constantly growing family. 


The Second Annual Convention of the Young People’s Fellow- 
ship was held on the evening of Wednesday, February 2. In spite 
of a conflict with an important evening of the Convention of the 
Diocese about 150 representative young people of the Diocese 
gathered in Grace Chapel. 

Under the chairmanship of Miss Elizabeth Neale of Oakland the 
second vice-president, the business of the evening was speedily 
dispatched. Reports of committees and officers showed splendid 
progress made during the year in the organization of new chapters, 
in spreading the news of the Fellowship and its great aims and 
ideals, in bringing many young folk into more intimate touch with 
the work of the Church. 

In short, it may certainly be said with full truth that the Fel- 
lowship has thoroughly demonstrated its right to existence. 

Spirited nomination addresses followed, and when the balloting 
was completed the following were found to have been chosen as 
officers of the Fellowship for the coming year:

Following the election brief addresses were made by each of the 
successful candidates present and two amendments to -the consti- 
tution were adopted. The first, presented by Mr. Freeman, gave 
the Bishop’s advisor to the Fellowship a permanent seat on the 
Executive Committee. The second, introduced by Mr. Osborne, 
provided for the appointment whenever necessary of an assistant 
secretary. 

In conclusion, we should like editorially to express the firm con- 
viction that the new officers will be loyally supported from all 
quarters and that the coming year will show even greater prog- 
ress in usefulness to the Church than the last, God helping us all. 


A Hundred Per Cent Optimist 


The above caption is a commercial characteristic of one Scrip- 
turally described as having “come in the unity of the faith, and ‘of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.” Christian optimism 
is that spiritual buoyancy which difficulties can not submerge; 
that assurance which moved St. Paul to declare: “I can do all 
things through Christ which strengthened me.” Were it not for 
Chirst’s perfect optimism, Christianity could not have its scope in 
adaptability to all sorts and conditions of men. 

One optimist, at least, on a Vestry, on a board of trustees, in a 
pulpit, in a congregation, like the virtue in the grain of mustard 
seed, or, in the leaven, signalized in the Parables of our Lord, has 
a power of reproductive energy to change the character of a parish. 

The optimist is not one who cries: “Peace, peace; when there is 
no peace,” nor one who supinely looks on when the trend of events 
betokens destruction, but one who in the face of losses heavy, dif- 
ficulties many and evils rampant loses faith neither in God nor 
in man yet “hopeth all things, endureth all things”; moreover, one 
who not only capitalizes every discoverable good and perfect 
thing, but also, by the force of clean thinking, constructive devis- 
ing and philanthropic acting, strives to give a turn for good even 
to the attitude and acts of those who think to do evil. It may 
aerate one’s lungs to do a lot of “hollering,” but such noise does 
not go very far toward mending things. 

In present day domestic, economic, civic and ecclesiastical exig- 
encies an optimistic attack on the attendant difficulties of one’s 
multiple responsibilities is in itself a large percentage of advance 
in any effort to bring light out of darkness and strength out of 
weakness. —W. M. B.

He arrived in Hilo on Sunday morning and was 
met by a delegation of representative citizens who told him that 
they had arranged a program for him. 

First of all they were to take a trip on the railroad up to 
Paauilo and return.

The important personage said that he regretted that he would 
have to disappoint the delegation but that it was Sunday and he 
and his wife must go to church, that he always made it a rule to

The visitor asked what church and the answer was: “The Foreign 
Church.” “Is there not an Episcopal Church here?” asked the im- 
portant man. “Yes,” was the reply. “Well,” replied the visitor, “I 
must attend service there.” 

The result was that the delegation went with the visitor and 
there in due time saw their guest go with his wife to the altar 
rail and receive the Holy Communion, 

A similar incident occurred when the editor lived in San Diego, 
California. The late Major Hooper came as commander of the 
G. A. R. of the State. ‘Fhe local committee had arranged a full 
Sunday of sightseeing and feasting. When they informed the 
Major of their plans he said: “Gentlemen, I can not fall in with 
your plans for I have a previous engagement this morning. This 
is Sunday morning and I always attend divine worship unless | 
am ill. I am going to St. Paul’s Church at 11:00 a. m. and shall 
be glad to have any of you accompany me who care to do so.” 

It is too much the custom of local committees in making ar- 
rangements to take for granted that a visitor cares nothing about 
worship on the Lord’s Day and too many visitors have not the 
backbone to object to plans which are made for them.

Bishop Moreland preached at the morning service on “The Claim 
of Christ on the Community,” and again on Ash Wednesday morn- 
ing and evening. On Thursday he gave a special address to all 
Christian workers on “Principles of Parish Success,” and on Friday 
evening spoke at a united meeting of Christian Pastors and Con- 
gregations on “The Lambeth Appeal on the Reunion of Christians.” 

Mr. Thomas Walsh, by whose efforts the Church was built, and 
who gave the chime of five bells which still sound from the tower, 
was the first Senior Warden and virtual founder of the Parish, an 
ardent son of the Church, full of the spirit of missions, a noble lay- 
man, honored and esteemed by all. He died in Chicago while at- 
tending the General Convention in 1886. 

Another valued and generous layman of the parish was Mr. William 
Carson, who died in 1912, leaving $20,000 towards a new Church, 
$10,000 for Diocesan Endowment and $5000 to the Rector.

Extracts from the Annual Address of the Bishop of 
Nevada 


It has been brought to my attention that money has been raise: 
for Church purposes in the State during the past year by dancinz 
and card parties. I have nothing to say about these as forms of 
amusement. Your participation in them is wholly a matter ot 
your choice and decision as famiiles and individuals. But there 
is so much that is wrong often connected with both in Nevada 
when they are public affairs that I have very decided objections 
to raising money for the support of the Church by these means. 
I wish to reiterate my judgment given five years ago at Convoca- 
tion that money should not be raised for the Church by dancing 
and card parties and such should not be given for money under 
the auspices of any Church organization. For the good name of 
the Church I urge clergy and people to heed my protest and take 
this stand. Nothing but an aroused public opinion will 
ever obtain proper reforms, the rights of the people and the en- 
forcement of law. The open violaiton of the prohibition law, the 
prevalence of gambling and prostitution, all of which are winked 
at and often connived at by public officials, the laxness of divorce 
procedure, are against the rights of the people to live in decent 
communities and to bring up their families under proper condi- 
tions, to say nothing of the peace and dignity of the State of 
Nevada. Jesus Christ is the greatest radical of history and if His 
second coming is soon | think He will find few with which to 
fraternize. He not only denounced divorce but such other socia) 
sins as the oppression of labor, profiteering, usury and such indi- 
vidual sins as adultery, lying, hypocrisy, weak knees and cotton- 
string backs. 


Fourteenth Annual Convocation, District of Nevada 


“*No seem help white man much, maybe help Pay-Ute,’ was the 
advice of one of the old wise men of the tribe in Southern Nevada, 
when the Indians stopped playing ‘singing-stick,’ their favorite 
gambling game, to discuss Christianity, and going to church. So 
the school room is filled at every service, more men attending than 
women.” 

This is a portion ofone of the reports made at the Fourteenth 
Annual Convocation of the District of Nevada, held in Trinity 
Church, Reno, January 23 to 25, by Archdeacon Percival S. Smithe, 
who traveled 1500 miles in the round trip from his field in 
Southern Nevada. This amazing distance brings to mind the vast- 
ness of the work in the West. The six missionaries had to journey 
3618 miles in order to attend Convocation. But they are accus- 
tomed to such work for no place is too isolated to receive the min- 
istrations of the Church either by the cheery missionary or the 
far-traveling Bishop. 

One can appreciate the problems confronting Bishop Hunting 
when the sttaement is made that six of the eight men at work in 
Nevada have come in during the past year to fill vacancies. Despite 
immensity of territory and inexperience, the work goes on, and, 
perchance the very vastness gives the worker a glimpse of the 
far-reaching vision of God. The reports at Convocation spelled 
Courage. Far down in the southern end of Nevada, near the 
Painted Desert, lies a town called Caliente—Spanish for a very hot 
place, in fact extremely hot. Hear the report of Archdeacon 
Smithe: “We have a building fund. More are becoming interested. 
We had our first baptism and are preparing our first Confirmation 
candidates. Yet five years ago, when it was suggested that serv- 
ices be started, people laughed. Next report, God willing, will tell 
of a little church here.” Five years in the face of ridicule! The 
policy of this seasoned soldier of the Cross is this: “When people 
do not want me to come, there I go.” Thank God for the courage 
bred in the Christian warfare of the desert land! 

Owing to the number of new men in the Convocation there was 
little new legislation enacted. A canon providing for the Bishop 
and Council was adopted, thus centralizing the work of this wide 
field under one head. A canon was passed making the president 
of the Woman’s Guild a member, ex officio, of the Bishop’s Com- 
mittee in organized Missions. The report of the Building Com- 
mittee showed many new buildings secured for the work of the 
Church. 

Those elected as delegates to the Synod of the Pacific were: The 
Rev. James MacLaughlin, the Rev. Henry A. Post, Hon. George S. 
Brown and Dr. George F. Pope. The Bishop appointed the Rev. 
John J. Cowan, Archdeacon of Reno with headquarters at Yering- 
ton, and the Rev. Percival S. Smithe, Archdeacon of Las Vegas 
with headquarters at Las Vegas.

Dean Chamberlaine Becomes Canon Missioner of Easton 


The Very Rev. Alward Chamberlaine, Dean of St. Michael’s 
Cathedral, Boise, Idaho, has resigned his work in Idaho after 
eighteen years of service in that District, and accepted the position 
of Canon Missioner under Bishop Davenport of the Diocese of 
Easton, Maryland. His resignation was accepted with much re- 
luctance on the part of the Bishop and Chapter of St. Michael’s 
Cathedral, and resolutions were adopted expressive of appreciation 
of long years of service in the District. 


During his ministry in Idaho, Dean Chamberlaine has labored 
for three years among the Mormons, two years at Blackfoot, and 
among the Indians on the Fort Hall Indian reservation, two years 
on the new Twin Falls irrigatio ntract, four years in the Coeur 
d’Alene mining district of North Idaho,,two years as Archdeacon 
of Western Idaho, and for the past five years as Dean of St. 
Michael’s Cathedral. During the latter period he worked off a 
debt of $10,000 on the cathedral and had the joy of taking part in 
the service of consecration with Bishop Funston and Bishop Tuttle. 
The number of communicants in that time has nearly doubled, and 
a handsome memorial organ and Tiffany window presented. 


Dean Chamberlaine is President of the Council of Advice, exam- 
ining chaplain, Chairman of the Diocesan Nation-Wide Campaign 
Committee, Registrar, Librarian, Secretary of the Board of St. 
Luke’s Hospital and deputy to the General Convention for 1919. 
He was Secretary of the District for four years, and has served 
on all the local boards such as missions, social service and religious 
education, and been chairman of most of them. He is the author 
of the “Canons of the District of Idaho.”

RETROSPECT 


Whether the proposed canon shall have passed or not ‘this sev- 
enty-first Convention marks an important milepost in the history 
of Social Service organization in the Diocese of California. The 
gradual change in point of view, which now results in a desire to 
discuss the formation of the Department of Social Service, is strik- 
ingly reflected in the various names the organization has borne. 
In 1907 it began when an interested group formed a Committee on 
Civic Betterment, roused to action by the needs of reform in San 
Francisco conditions after the fire. Among this group the names 
of Gallwey, Marrack and Lathrop stand out, together with others 
who are still serving the community and the Diocese today. A need 
of broader scope was recognized the following year, when the 
name Committee on Social Service was taken. It was still an ap- 
pointive body with interest extended throughout the Diocese. Bril- 
liant work was done in connection with the reforms then in process 
of realization. There was, however, little feeling of responsibility 
on the part of the Diocese for what was done by these interested 
individuals, Yet the seed had been sown and was slowly germinat- 
ing. The next forward step was taken when the Social Service 
Commission of the Diocese of California came into existence, an 
elected body equally divided among clergy, laymen and members of 
the House of Churchwomen. | 

In the readjustment necessary through this change there was 
some decrease in activity. There was the fear expressed that the 
Social Service enthusiasts would involve’ the Church in complica- 
tions if they were allowed to express their feelings as those of the 
Church. At once the commission realized that it must be a true 
representative body and express the mind of the whole Diocese. 
The first duty was to rouse among Church people a social con- 
sciousness. The complete identity of Social Service with the prin- 
ciples of Jesus Christ must be understood not only by a few but 
by every communicant. This must be the ideal toward which a 
Diocesan Commission must work. So our Church has come to feel 
that our work is no longer a fad for the interested few. It has been 
recognized as a part of the duty of every member of the Church 
who promises to be “Christ’s faithful soldier and servant and to 
fight manfully under His banner against sin, the world and the 
devil unto his life’s end.” 


A simple definition of Social Service is: Service performed for 
society. 

Of course, society may be served by building ships; but ship- 
builders are not Social Service workers. 

To do Social Service is to serve society by attempting to alle- 
viate and eradicate all the many physical and human relationships 
which make for discomfort, misfortune, maladjustment in our 
present social order. 

At once we see that the impulse behind the social service worker 
is sympathy. And yet for the social worker of today something 
more than the natural expression of sympathy is necessary. The 
political and industrial developments of the human race have pro- 
duced such complexity of life that in order to do Social Service 
work—in order to give effective expression to this sympathy— 
especial sklll is required. 

Social Service is no longer a chance occupation; it is a field in 
which skilled specialists and trained technicians are required. The 
science of social service has society for laboratory, workshop and 
material. The science of social service examines the wrongs of 
society only with a desire to make them right. This desire is the 
basis of social service. So the science of social service has de- 
veloped and is developing methods for applying sympathy to pres- 
ent-day problems. 

That simple procedure of the classical Good Samaritan can not be 
applied today. Robbers use automatic revolvers and emergency 
hospitals have motor ambulances. But the spirit which motivated 
the hero in the parable is the only power which can save a social 
service worker from sinking into that sordid insensitiveness some- 
times seen in practitioners of other professions. So that the more 
the technical side of this science of social service is brought for- 
ward so much the more must the worker remember that the basis 
of his science is sympathy. It is because of this that we insist on 
social service workers looking on their work as a vocation, For of 
all professions, social service is a sacred service. 


THE CONFERENCE OF SOCIAL WORK 


In 1921, from February 22 to 26, the Conference will meet in San 
Francisco. This will give to a very large number of our own people 
an unusual opportunity to attend the sessions. Let us urge every 
parish and mission in the Diocese to try to arrange for some one 


- delegate or more to attend, Our own California Conference has 


the jargest number of members in any State organization affiliated 
with the National Conference. Its membership of about 2000 per- 
sons is made up of those who are interested in various lines of 
social welfare, whether as professional workers or volunteers and 
anyone is eligible for membership. 

The Conventions have become famous as assemblies of leaders 
in every department of life, and our Convention this year coming 
between the sessions of the Legislature will be especilaly notable 
in this respect. The slogan is “Unity and Democracy” and program 
sections will be devoted to education, child and family welfare, 
relief, recreation, public health, industrial ‘relations and delin- 
quency. Dr. Martin Meyer is the president of the Conference. Miss 
Lucy Stebbins, dean of women at the University of California, is 
chairman of the program committee. Bishop Parsons is chairman 
of the Committee on Church Co-operation, and we trust every 
Churchman will feel the desire to co-operate thoroughly in making 
this Conference a success. If the Church is to help to solve the 
problems it must know them thoroughly and learn the latest and 
the best that is known about methods of solution. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


“The Religious Consciousness; A Psychological Study.” 
James B. Pratt, Ph. D., Professor of Philosophy in Williams 
College; Macmillan Company, New York, $4. 


The author begins his preface thus: “I suppose that the chief 
function of a preface is to provide information for the hurried 
reviewer who has not time to read further. In a sense the preface 
might be called the author’s own book review, or it is the book’s 
‘Apologia pro vita sua.” If he furnished a preface to relieve 
either or both of these conditions, many of the reviewers would 
have been grateful for the kindly forethought that relieved them 
from a rather onerous task. But in reality it is a brief resume 
of the author’s purpose to cover the field with a fair degree of 
adequacy, to do justice to both religion and science, to hold the 
scales between the individual and society (no easy matter in these 
days) and, if possible, of interest ot the general reader and the 
technical student. The latter, versed in psychology and well read 
in philosophy, will very likely find much of interest in the wide 
scope the book takes for it is not confined to the American 
Protestant point of view. “I have seen what I could of Roman 
Catholicism in Europe, of Hinduism and Buddhism in India, Burma 
and Ceylon,” but with all this material to go upon, the vast num- 
ber of books he has read in pursuance of his main object and 
quotes from with absolute pertinence to that object, seems little 
short of miraculous and inspires one with envy of such a capacity 
for laborious work linked with a rare insight to discover where 
material need of its great purpose can be found to utilize it to the 
best advantage. 

The present reviewer, belonging to the ranks of the general 
readers, has nothing of the technical knowledge of philosophy and 
does not criticize the bearing of psychology on religion for he has 
not got beyond the threshold even if he may have arrived at that. 
But, so far as the last is concerned, he has so far been unable to 
see the connection between the latter as we have received it, of 
not a few are trying in these days to prove that it verily exists, 
reducing Faith and ee to little more than the operation of 
mysterious influences within each man’s own personality. One 
may bep ardoned perhaps for confessing that the intention of toe 
author as expressed in his preface about reviewers, is not altogether 
foundationless but even so, a reviewer may be credited perhaps 
with a desire to refrain from judgment in the absence of accurate 
knowledge of the matter under notice.

“Ambassadors for God.” W. P. Cadmon. The Macmillan 
Company, $3. 


In 1916 Mr. Cadmon published his “Three Great Religiuos Lead- 
ers of Oxford and Their Movements: Wicklif, Wesley, Newman.” 
Rather a startling title, for in the first place it is a far cry from 
the fourteenth to the nineteenth century, and even if “Oxford is 
the home of lost causes” that very fact is at least suggestive of 
“movements” and of other leaders, even if their energies did not 
realize achievement. Nor is Mr. Cadmon historically accurate 
when he labels the “Oxford Movement” as “Newman’s Movement.” 
At one time some shallow wits hoped to asphyxiate it by a punning 
label, but it is well known how Newman himself insisted that Keble 
was the mainspring. And everyone knows how for a long time 
“Puseyite” was the synonym most in favor wiht his opponents. 
This is a digression, but it seems to be characteristic of this 
writer to be indefinite about details or to exalt them into an im- 
portance apt to becloud the real state of the case. There is more 
than one instance of the kind in this last book, “Ambassadors for 
God.” Reduced to terms of practical life and everyday use and 
wont, it is a History of Preachers ranging over the Christian cen- 
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turies, with counsel on methods dispersed abroad throughout the 
pages, warnings from examples, salutory cautions, incentive to 
imitation, bright and shining lights on the Church’s firmament. 
But it can hardly be regarded as a treatise on Homiletics for the 
instruction and development of Students in Divinity into effi- 
cient preachers of the Word or skilled Parish Priests. 

There is much that is interesting about the “Ambassadors,” or 
certain of them, but it is hard to understand the principle of selec- 
tion; why some are noticed in full, while others ever more worthy 
and famous are barely mentioned. The book shows 4n almost in- 
conceivable amount of reading, extending over the ecclesiastical 
field in particular, but not by any means confined te it. One can 
not always chime in with the author’s conclusions, either, about 
men or things, but the interest is kept up and there is always the 
inherent liberty of dissent. For instance, Denison Maurice and 
Charles Kingsley are noted for their Socialistic teaching chiefly (a 
different article, by the way, from today’s output) which seems to 
indicate either a fringe of acquaintance or the ignorirg of the bulk 
of their teaching. Dean Church’s name only occurs in a note 
about his Essays. All or nearly all that is said about Newman’s 
sermons has been said before by Principal Shairp, BR. H. Hutton in 
his famous monograph on Newman and by Wilfrid Ward in his 
life of Newman and in his last Lectures. The book, we venture to 
say, would have gained vastly by compression, by a more careful 


adjustment of contents, and perhaps by a narrower range. There is. 


wholesome advice for preachers; the chapters on Preaching, Mo- 
tives and Ideals of the Christian Ministry, Preparation and Prac- 
tice, etc., deserve to be carefully read, marked and digested, and 
not by students for Holy Orders merely, but by preachers of all 
sorts and conditions from youth to hoary age. ror whenever a 
preacher arives at the conviction that he needs no preparation for 
preaching, holding himself aloof and above others “in impotence 
of fancied power” he fulfills in himself Tennyson’s conception of 
a “Character”: 

“___The wanderings 

Yet could not all creation pierce 

Teach me the nothingness of things. 

Of this most intricate universe 

Beyond the bottom of his eye.”

“Dogma and Criticism.” J. D. Barnard, D. D., D. C. L., 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin. Longmans, 60c. 
Thirty-eight pages. 


A recent lecture and an extremely able one by the learned Pro- 
vost whose great ability and thorough knowledge of the prolific 
literature that is so busy with the revival of old questions and 
the starting of new ones touching the eternal verities of the Faith. 
It is conservative but not narrow, though a modernist of the day 
might deem it so. But it would take us further afield than space 
allows to enter into any critical examination nor have we any 
inclination that way, even if enough has not been said on the 
matter in recent reviews. 

The closing sentence may be taken as indicating the secsiouer 
of the Provost’s lecture: “We have had before us a very old prob- 
lem; how to preserve the kernel of Faith; while being ready to 
discard the husk if need be. Certainly the kernel is the important 
thing, the revelation which is the core of these fruits of Christian 
intelligence. But we may injure and kill the life of the kernel if 
we deal carelessly or roughly with the husk which is its natural 
protection, and then what remains of the husk will not be of much 
use to us.” 

Anyway, the Life was the light of mar and the glory of its 
radiance is not likely to suffer an eclipse by modern speculations. 


‘The Argument from Design.” C. A. V. F. Storr, M. A., 
Canon of Winchester; Longmans, Green & Co. 80 cents. 
Paper cover. 


One of a course of three lectures, the other two could not be 
printed by reason of the cost. Those left out dealt “chiefly with 
Paley’s Theology, with the attack of Darwinism upon it and with 
some criticisms.” Darwinism and Paley have something of an 
archaic sound in these days but Canon Storr in this brief pamphlet 
has much to say concerning the argument and says it wisely and 
well, He has made a valuable contribution to the subject and a 
teliing rejoinder to some of the crude flatulent speculations on 
this and cognate subjects, which pass for theology in these times, 
There is more solid, thoroughly reasoned scholarly argument in 
these sixty-four pages than in three-fourths of current religious 
literature or what is so called. —-H. H.

In order to avoid unnecessary waste, the De- 
partment of Publicity has been obliged to give 
notice that after the February issue shipments of 
the paper will not be made to those parishes 
in which the paper does not have thorough 
distribution. 


The method of distribution in the parish is of 
course determined by the rector, but it is hoped 
that eventually every rector will decide that the 
best method of distibrution is by adult visitors 
who deliver the papers personally to the homes 
of the parish. The reports from the field indi- 
cate that the great majority of parishes have 
adopted this method.
